Some 445 acres of Florida 
rice, all located in Palm Beach 
County and 365 of which is in 
the Glades, are being destroyed 
às a control measure for a virus 
discovered at the Everglades 
Experiment Station in it's 25. 
acre test plots. 

Don Fliehs a summertime 
College student working with 
Dr. Victor Green brought to 
Dr. Green's attention a new 
symptom of disease he found 
in the Station's plot Dr. 
Green became suspicious of the 
symptoms, and after conference 
with Mr. James Panzer USDA, 
contact was made with Dr. Roy 
Adair at Beltsville. The suspic- 
ions of the local‘ and state men 
were confirmed by the USDA 
experts and immediate action 
was taken. 

Dr. Jos, Orsenigo of the Ever- 
glades Station identified all 
weeds and foreign growth in 
the fields and.determined that 
no host plants appear to threat- 
en-the spread of the dread 
disease. 

Duda had 40 acres of a new 
variety for seed purposes and 
Rabbit Island's 300 acres have 
a generous growth of volun- 
teer rice. The Florida Wild 
Life had 40 acres growing on 
Indian Trail Ranch and the 
US Department of Interior had 
40 acres growing west of State 
Road No. 7. 

Florida has a quota of ap- 
proximately 900 acres for rice| 
and a bounty payment of $28 
per acre is paid for NOT grow- 
ing it.

Under the theory that the 
so-called "leafhopper" insect is 
the carrier of the virus which 
causes Hoja Blanca, a spraying 
Program was begun yesterday 
on all rice-producing fields here. 

Dr. Victor Green at the Ever- 
glades Experiment Station said 
compounds of Mafathion and 
Dalapon would be. used on the 
fields as well as a half-mile 
bordering the fields after which 
the rice would be plowed under 
thus killing the insects, causing 
them to die eventually, and 
eliminating any disease-affected 
stands at the same time. !

State Plant Commissioner Ed

For Camp Shooting 


John Williams, an Okeecho- 
bee Center Negro, was found 
guilty in Criminal Court Thurs- 
day of assault with intent to 
commit second degree murder. 
He was sentenced to two con- 
surrent 15-year terms in prison. 

The charges were based on 
May 13 íncidents here when 
Williams wounded Annie Wil- 
liams, his wife, and Sellany Al- 
len, a relative, with bullets 
fired from a .38 calibre pistol 
during an argument at a dwell- 
ing in the labor camp.

ate in discovering Richard J. Bolles, from Colorado, who had 
just completed selling a huge tract in Oregon to small farmers, 
and who had an efficient selling organization, and also ample 
cash. 
On December 26, 1908, Bolles, like Disston in 1881, contracted 

to buy one million dollar's worth of South Florida. Unlike Diss- 
ton, who got his land for 25c per acre, Bolles had to pay $2.00, 
and every acre was inundated sawgrass, most of it never having 
been seen by the eye of man. The state agreed to drain and 
survey his half million acres and apply half his payments "sole- 
ly and exclusively to the drainage and reclamation of the land. 
And now comes the incredibly fantastic story of how Bolles, 

as well as other large land companies sold this Everglades 
land to farmers and speculators in the north and west. The 
operating method of his first selling organization, Florida Fruit 
Lands Company, was followed by all'others. Sales offices were 
established all over the country (except in the south!) Each 
purchaser bought a "contract" or "holding." This entitled him 
[to ten acres or more (if in,the edge of Big Cypress Swamp it 
might be 640 acres). He also was entitled to one lot in the 
proposed townsite. For all this he would pay $240.00 at $10.00 
[per month. The buyer did not know how many acres he would 
i neither did he know where it would be located. How could 
The land was deep under water and had never been sur- 
ed. In fact, the first canals were iust being started. 
When all this company's land had been sold, the buyers sent 
representatives to a "convention" in Ft. Lauderdale, where was 
held an "auction." As each buyer's name was called, a slip of 
of paper was drawn from a box. On it was the legal description 
and the number of acres of his holding. If he had several con- 
tracts, his ious tracts might be miles apart. This one com- 
pany sold 12,000 contracts. Very few of these early buyers ever 
w their tracts Almost none ever lived on them. In some 
ses, however, the town lots eventually became of some value. 
Bolles’ Florida Friut Land's townsite was Progresso, now part 
of Ft. L Bryant & Greenwood's townsite of Lucerne 
became Worth. Another of their townsites, Okeelanta,

the Valley of the Nile,” a “modern Garden of Eden.”

| "Queen of the Glades” run by Bill Murray, made the trip once 
Jor twice each week for several years. By this time the sales- 
| men had more to show than just the lake and custard apple 
trees. After breakfast in the hotel, the party would be con-|

They had scen the favored custard apple ridge, fertile and 
dry. The sawgrass, in which they planned to locate, they con- 
fidently assumed, would, when drained, equal the fertility of 
the lake shore. It would, but few of them lived to see it.
